And then the chill of the 
evening came, clouds cov¬ 
ered the sky and snow start¬ 
ed to fall as the weary 
searchers wandered in, two 
by two, to huddle around 
the tiny fire at base camp. 
During the night tempera¬ 
tures dropped to 12 degrees 
and each one worried and 
wondered how the poor old 
fellow could survive out in 
that cold void of darkness. 

But as in life as the men’s 
spirits sag at the end of a 
fruistrating day, so they also 
rise with the dawn, as an¬ 
other day of a gruelling 
search begins. Chil ling 
winds cleared the skies as 
the men crept along the 
snow banks, ever looking for 
that tell tale track or a bit 
of paper to tell them some 
human being had been there

before. But there was noth¬ 
ing to be found. 

Just at dusk on the third 
day of the search a veteran 
tracker of the Sierra Madre 
Team found a single pair of 
tracks in a small sandy cove 
between the rocks. The 
men’s spirits shot skyward 
and the search was cen¬ 
tered in the area. But once 
again tracking became use¬ 
less in the tumbled land. 
The men crept over boulders 
as big as houses peering 
into every Crack as they 
criss-crossed the valley. 

The silence of the hills 
was broken only by the roar 
of a boulder falling from 
above. Time was running 
out and the men knew in 
their hearts they were faced 
ioitl failure. As they hiked 
from ti»e .hills on the last 
night of the search they 
were met by the Mono 
County Sheriffs who took 
them to dinner and regret¬ 
fully called the search off. 

Talking quietly to the 
team, Mr. Haney’s sister 
and daughter told the men 
that Haney loved the Mam¬ 
moth Lakes area, loved the 
mountains and perhaps he 
“preferred it this way.” 

But It was a dejected 
group of mountain rescue 
men. They had been beaten 
by the mountains, the 
weather and time. Yet, 
Miner Harkness and his 
Team should get credit. 
Never have I seen the men 
put forth more effort over 
treacherous terrain to save 
a human being in trouble.

An open unenclosed stairway or 
balcony not covered by a roof or 
canopy may extend or project 
into a required front yard not 
more than thirty inches. 

Section 9537 — Uncovered porches 
and platforms may project into 
yards. 

An uncovered porch, platform 
or landing place which does not 
extend above the level of the 
first floor of the building may 
extend or project Into any re¬ 
quired front or side yard not 
more than six feet, provided such 
structure in a side yard shall not 
reduce to less than three feet 
the unobstructed pedestrian way 
or sidewalk on ground level.

It is probable that no subject of an economic nature 
is more generally misunderstood than what happens to 
the income taken in by this country’s major industries. 

There is a particularly flagrant lack of knowledge about 
the size of the profits that are earned.

Of each dollar received from customers, 51 cents went 
to pay for goods and services bought from others.

At the same time, if 14(b) is repealed and workers 
can be forced to join and pay dues to a union or join 
the hungry ranks of the unemployed, Congress should at 
the very least add another stipulation to the law. This 
has to do with a tightening up of union certification pro¬ 
cedures. That should only be done through secret elections 
conducted by the National Labor Relations Board. Certifi¬ 
cation which is gained through the signatures of workers 
on cards is totally unsatisfactory. Investgiations have shown 
that, at times, signatures are forged or fictitious or have 
been obtained through fraud, misrepresentation, coercion 
or other such methods. 

What is at stake here is the Right-to-Vote. As the 
Memphis Press-Scimitar puts it, “If a contract is to bind 
every employe to pay union dues whether he like it or 
not, is it too much to ask for a secret ballot to make sure 
the union at least has majority support?” 

There is nothing antiunion in this. It would make it 
curately and truly known whether any group of workers 
want or do not want union representation. This is, beyond 
cavil, a basic right, and so is the right of choice to join 
or not join.

If any American institution is entitled to sing its own 
praises — all questions of false modesty aside — it is the 
American newspaper. And National, Newspaper Week 
Which is to be observed October 10 through 16, provides that 
opportunity. 

There is nothing quite like the U.S. press. In many 
countries, the newspapers are propaganda organs of gov¬ 
ernment and willingly or unwillingly abide by the wishes 
and orders of those in political power. In others, a few 
paper of vast circulation blanket their countries, and there 
is little exchange of varying views. In others, corruption 
and venality have destroyed the public’s faith in the worth 
and honor of its press. 

Here, however, the newspaper, with few exceptions, 
has been faithful to its truth. It has stood for that in 
which it believes, regardless of the shifting winds of poli¬ 
tics and of the pressures of power. It stands, however dif¬ 
ficult it may be at times, for the freedom of the press and 
of the right to defend and advocate policies and philoso¬ 
phies it considers vital to the public interest. 

We have, of course, newspapers of great circulation 
and international prestige. And we also have — of the ut¬ 
most importance — thousands of smaller newspapers, 
weeklies gnd dailies, which serve their communities and 
their audience in a way nothing else can. These are, each 
in its own independent way, guardians of a free United 
States.
